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Dear  Students,  Chers  eleves, 

All  students  and  alumni  hold  the  common  connection  of  Ashbury  to  our  lives.  Of  course,  this 
relationship  is  based  on  different  moments  in  time  and  with  different  meaning  and  experience.  But 
Ashbury  remains  a  place  that  holds  some  of  our  basic  beliefs  as  described  by  our  school  motto:  probitas, 
virtus,  comitas  -  honesty,  courage  and  kindness  -  and  one  that  I  hope  provides  a  compass  for  whatever 
path  Ashburians  may  follow.  Seventy-six  years  ago  Ashbury  was  a  school  of  only  150  students,  including  55 
who  arrived  as  WWII  evacuees  from  the  Abinger  Hill  School  in  England.  In  1941,  our  Jubilee  Year,  our 
School  Captain  was  a  boy  by  named  of  Charles  Burrows.  Those  were  the  precarious  and  challenging  war 
years  -  and  in  his  valedictory  address,  he  spoke  to  the  tone  of  those  uncertain  times  and  how,  with  Abinger 
Hill  School  connection,  we  adopted  our  motto  that  year.  He  noted  that: 

“This  year  has  of  course  been  particularly  complex.  Into  our  midst  we  have  incorporated  another  school 
from  another  country,  Abinger  Hill.  If  we  have  contributed  materially  to  their  welfare,  we  have  also  learned 
from  them  and  how  we  have  come  together  from  across  the  Atlantic  in  troubled  times.  Nobody  knows  just  what  lies  ahead  for  most  of  us.  Some 
of  us  will  be  joining  up:  others  will  be  doing  their  part  in  different  fields.  We  hope,  however,  that  we  shall  always  prove  loyal  to  those  common 
ideals  which  were  instilled  into  the  minds  and  hearts  of  Ashbury’s  first  students,  fifty  years  ago.” 

I  share  this  piece  of  school  history  because  in  2018  Ashbury  remains  a  place  that  continues  to  benefit  from  our  unique  demographic  -  and  that 
even  in  times  of  relative  peace  and  prosperity  we  are  not  led  to  complacency  or  stray  from  our  ideals  that  were  created  in  times  of  need.
